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It very often happens that in print- 
ing a letter or article sent by a cor- 
pondent, some mistakes are made. 
A. little word may be left ont or a 
wrong word substituted. Of course 
the writer feels indignant that the let- 
ter has not been perfectly printed. Bat 
if those who have been made victims 
to such errors would calmly read their 
articles over before seeding them to 
be printed, they would probably find 
some mistakes of their own making. 
We do not remember ever having re- 
ceived a single letter that was written 
correctly — that is, that could be pub- 
lished in the exact form in which it 
was received. In nearly all cases punc- 
tuation ia either ignored or overlook- 
ed, in many cases the use of capital let- 
ters seems to be considered a superflui- 
ty, and in tome cases words are omitted 
or misspelt; while in ail these cases 
the editor is expected to interpret 
aright tbe various ideas of each in- 
dividual writer. Miss Angie Fuller 
attributes tbe mistakes which are made 
in her letters to bad band-writing, and 
seems to think that if the writing were 
more legible there would be no errors. 
Ah f this ia what the writers for and 
readers of newspapers do not aeem to 
understand. If they understood one 
half the difficulties to be overcome in 
procuring accuracy, instead of won- 
dering and scolding at mistakes, they 
wonld be surprised that there are not 
many more. How few persons appre- 
ciate the services of a proof-reader I 
and in mute papers tbe editor gener- 
ally is the proof-reader. Let him 
bring out a paper witbout a fault for 
weeks and weeks in succession, and 
no one thinks of him ; but let him al 
low aa error to go uncorrected and 
immediately he is sure to be censured. 
He baa no thanks for bis laborious 
patience, but blame if he be not fault 
leas. He ia certain of one of two things 
— forgetful noas or censure. What 
an unchristian characteristic is fault- 
finding, and how hard people find it to 
overlook another's blunders! But 
this ignoble trait will continue to be 
exeroised. Human life is after the 
fashion of the correspondent and tbe 
proof-reader. A man may go on 
through years of blameless living and 
no one notices or thanks him; but an 
error, a mistake, a slip, will attract to 
him the attention of censure. None bnt 
God knows what struggles, what care 
fulness, what watchfulness, have been 
necessary to secure the propriety which 
has marked his course for years ; nor 
what circumstances of trial cr- 
the weakness which caused him t 
go bis hold for a moment. "Qod ia 
not unmindful, " ia the blessed assur- 
ance of Holy Scripture. Let us, at 
this time of all times, resolve to be 
pitiful and forbearing towards the 
faults of others, remembering that all 
are oar brethren whom Christ died to 
save, aad with peace and goodwill in

We have received the Thirteenth 
Annual Report of the Clarke Institu- 
tion for Deaf-Mates, at Northampton, 
Mass. In tbe report of the Principal, 
Harriet B. Rogers, we find that, dur- 
ing the year ending September, 1380, 
there were eighty two pupils connect- 
ed with the Institution, bat the aver- 
age number in attendance has been 
eighty-one. The current expenses 
for the year was $25,281. 53, or a 
little over $310 per pupil. 

This school discourages the use of 
the sign-language and of the manual 
alphabet, the object being to give 
instruction solely through articulation 
and lip-reading. 

In speaking of the audiphone, the 
principal says i " We hoped to derive 
much benefit from the audiphone, but 
our experiments with it have been 
entirely fruitless." 

The only " trade taught" is that of 
cabinet-making, bat frttn the m©s»gr* 
mention made of it, we are inclined to 
believe that, like many others of its 
kind elsewhere, it is merely a "repair 
shop."

ment. The citizen, with a deal 
daughter, pays as much taxes as the 
citizen, with a deaf mute son, and by 
every rule of justice one has as much 
right to plan his child in the college 
as the other. 

Another argument against the se 
parate college is one whicn our duty 
as citizens requires us to remember, 
and that is the cost. I don't know how 
much Congress has appropriated to 
erect buildings and improve the 
grounds of the college at Washington, 
but it must be considerable. Includ- 
ing the primary department, it costs 
.pie over $50,000 a year to nm 
it. Now would it be right for Con- 
ress to go to the great expense of 
establishing and maintaining a separ- 
. lege when the pre.sintor.e could 
easily educate both sexes ''■

SUCCESSFUL ARTICULATORS 
AND LIP-READERS. 

y(\mtiniuxi). 

Mux. EziiA. Tasker. 

At the time when our now venter 
able Mother of American Institutions 
tor the deaf was yet in her infancy, 
and the question whether deaf-mutes 
could be educated at all was an un- 
tried experiment in this country, a 
little deaf girl in the backwoods of 
Maine was educating herself by. ar- 
ticulation aud lip-reading. This lit- 
tle girl was Miss Sarah Frost, and she 
was born at Kittery, Maine. When 
five years old, an attacfc of typhus 
fever deprived hor entirely ofhoaring. 
Soon after this event, her parents re- 
moved to Dixmont, four miles from 
the home of the writer, and purchas- 
ed a farm. 

When children become deaf at so 
early an age, unless special pains are 
taken by their parents to prevent it, 
they are apt to give up speech, gradu 
ally lose tho power of articulation, 
take to makiug signs, and drift into a 
condition of real deaf-muteisra. 

Parents of means or leisure will 
spare neither time nor money to pre- 
serve the speech of their deaf child, 
and we hear notable instances of what 
has boon accomplished by the in- 
genuity and patience born of mother's 
love. 

Mr. and Mrs. Frost, however, had 
neither time nor money to bestow 
upon their little deaf daughter. Thoir 
hands were tilled with incessant 
labor. Thoy had probably not even 
hoard of the then recently opened 
school at Hartford. 

Little Sarah, thus left to her own 
resources, was led to realize by those 
i given intuitions, divinely be- 
stowed upon all woman for their safe 
guidance, that, if she would have in- 
tercourse with others she viust speak 
and understand their speech. There 
fore, she instinctively began to watch 
the motions of people's lipa. Those 
motions constitute a sort of labial 
signs, which become more and more 
distinct when the deaf, with concen- 
trated vision and quickened percep- 
tive faculties, apply themselves to 
thoir study. 

Dr. S. C Howe, who was one of 
tho earliest advocates of articulation 
and lip-reading in this country, oven 
went so far as to insist that 
children might be sent to the same 
schools with their hearing brothers 
and sisters. Instances are not wan: 
ing in which this has been success- 
fully tried, and at the usual age, little 
Sarah was sent to the distinct school. 
Hero she found by mingling with her 
nates, increased facilities for exercis- 
ing her speech and improving her 
lip reading power. As a scholar, she 
acii-utted herself very creditably, pos- 
sessing a mind capable of higher cul- 
ture. 

After leaving school, it became 
necessary that Miss Frost should do 
something for her own livelihood. 
Accordingly, as was the custom of 
the time, she learned tho trade of a 
tailoress from some one in her own 
neighborhood. Going from house to 
house in tho practice of her vocation 
gave her fresh opportunity for im- 
proving her lip-reading. Here I must 
say, however, that although she be- 
came very proficient in lip-reading, 
her speech was not quite so success- 
ful. Becoming deaf so very young, 
at an age in fact when many children 
cannot speak plain, and no one taking 
pains to train her voice or correct her 
pronunciation, it will be readily sup 
posed that her speech was not bo 
clear and distinct as that of those 
who receive special instruction ; still 
people generally could understand 
her quite well. She, however, pos- 
one remarkable aocomplish- 
ment, aud as regards this no similar 
oe has been recorded. She 
could road a person's lips in the dark 
by simply placing her fingers over 
them. 

Iu due time. Miss Frost was mar 
ried to Mr. Ezra Trasker, a res 
able young farmer of Dixmont This 
proved a happy union. Five children 
born to the couple. When 
small, they would sometimes ask why 
their mother did not speak like other 
people, but realized nothing about 

her deatne 

When her friends would go to 
iqiend the afternoon or evening with

Mrs Tasker was a notable house - 
ent manager ami 
skilled in all sorts of feminine handi- 
craft, cutting and making her own, 
her husband's and children's clothing.

Acquire a snug property, thus prov 
i self quite its efficient a help- 
mate us a hearing woman. 

Mrs. Tasker moved away from 
this to wn soon sitae I graduate 
" Old Hartford,'" therefore it was 
never my good fortune to know hor ; 
but her story has long been familiar. 
It was told me principally by a 
nearly related to her, who used to 
live near her when both wortf young. 

Mrs. Tasker died two years ago, 
at the home ot hor son in Bangor, 
Mr. aged sixty-seven.

Editor Journal: — Having been a 
good deal occupied of . late, I have 
been unable to find timo to write a 
letter in support of Miss Angie Ful- 
ler's scheme for a Ladies Doaf-Mnte 
College. I think Miss Fuller has 
made a decided move in the right 
direction on the principf 



" Who would bo froo, themselves must strike the 
blow." 

In calling for subscriptions for this 
object Miss Fuller has put to tost 
the earnestness of the deaf-mute 
ladies in seeking a higher mental 
standing. I maintain that such a Col 
lege is desirable on tho grounds, viz., 
1st. Tho mental exercise, and -streng- 
thening of the brain arising from a 
scholastic training, just as the mus- 
cular, powers are strengthened by- 
running, rowing, etc. 2d. The use- 
fulness to themselves and others,, inas- 
much as knowledge moans power, 
though, of course, it may bemused for 
good or ill, the happiness it gives, and 
the greater security, from idle -and 
frivolous tittle-tattle by su 
interest in nature, science, ph'iloi 
rather than in our neighbour 
terests and shortcomings, and iti «n 
aiding us to meet such shortcomings 
in others in alai-ger and more catholic 
spirit, whon they aro obtruded on us. 
Now with regard to the first of these 
three points, it is certain that 
does develop and strengthen the 
brain. This not a vague opinion, 'but 
demonstrable by postive proof, ft 
can hardly be denied, therefore, that 
such exercises must bo good in any 
case, a strong, and well-balanced brain,, 
enabling a person to escape many 
dangers and obtain many advan 
in life. Tho h»bit of close aud pi 
thought necessitated by study be 
comes a habit of mind, which can be 
carried into, and utilised in everyday 
life. Just as a body cannot bo per- 
fectly healthy without 
amount of exorcise, so can no brain 
continue healthy and strong without 
some kind of study, aud inasmuch as- 
there is no means ining 

this as effectually and . ly . as 

in a college, where they will I 
couraged by the example of their 
friends, we think it is a right move 
to endeavor to obtain one. It is 
absurd to argue that learning will 
make women stuck Tip. as -Miss 
MoComb ti. ng that the woman 

is just as likely to be stuot up on. 
other grounds if she was ignorant 
instead of educated. Education wi- 
ther tends to humility when properly 
carried on. Tho well educated feed 
how much there is they do not know, 
as the wisest of the Greeks said — 
" We know next to nothing," and he 
ookenof. by the Oracle as .the 
wisest, because, he knew tho extent 
of his ignorance, the best X»i al) men. 
I can call to mind a famous lady 
scholar whom I once happened to 
meet. No ono would imagine from 
her quiet, modest ways and speoch, 
that she was one of tho finest mathe- 
matical scholars of her day. On the 
same principle as in religion 

" Thu purest must deplore 
Their waut of purity, as fold by fold 
Of dutu * done fail* from their eyes, tho more 

Of duties they behold.'' • 

So knowledge, as it ih< would 

make the scholar only .feel more 
strongly his or her ignorance. 

Secondly, all women do not many 
because they have no chance', some 
because a suitable person has not 
happened to cross the field of their 
vision, and it would enable many of 
these to support themselves, and 
perhaps others related to them, in 
event of need arising, if they. . had a 
really good education. Women are 
often forced into unhappy marr 
to relive their friends ot tho burden 
of their maintenance.

Rochester Note*. 

The Rochester Institution has had 
more sickness than usual this year. 
Shortly after the measles — of which 
there were thirty-eight cases — had 
disappeared, another and more dread- 
ed disease, diphtheria, made its ap- 
pearance among the pupils. It was 
doubtlessly contracted by one of them 
while in the city, where it has been 

prevailing to a great extent. Up to 
the presenl time, there have been over 
twenty of the pupils sicl;, together 
with the Assistant Matron, who nurs- 
ed the first pupils who were taken, 
and the book keeper. The majority 
of the sick (,nes have recovered, bul. 
a few are still confined to their beds. 
It was thought by some persons not 
• ted with the Institution, that 
of bo hraeh sickness might 

be attributed to the location of the 
building) but the attending physi 
cian declares that the location is per- 
fectly Icaltliy and the general health 
of the pupils excellent, as is shown 
by one rapid recovery of those attack- 
ed by the disease, most of them be 
ing sble to attend school within two 
Weeks after they were taken sick.
